An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In consideration of 
the Examiner's Amendment above, and in further consideration of the prior Office Actions and 
responses thereto, the claim invention, as amended, is neither express disclosed nor fairly 
suggested by the prior art. The prior art does not disclose or make obvious a two part dialysis 
solution which does include acetate and in which each of the bicarbonate concentrate and the 
electrolyte concentrate contain a physiological amount of sodium ranging from 100 mmol/L to 
173 mmol/L and the mixed solution of said concentrates further comprises about 70 mmol/L to 
about 130 mmol/L of chloride. Although the prior art discloses the use of two part solutions, the 
prior art in fact teaches away from the use of physiological amounts of sodium in the claimed 
ranges in both the electrolyte concentrate and bicarbonate concentrate and does not recognize the 
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advantage of including physiological amounts of sodium in the claimed ranges in both the 
electrolyte and bicarbonate concentrates which avoids sodium overload in the event either one of 
the concentrates is administered unmixed with the other concentrate (Remarks (1/9/2006), pages 
5-7, Specification, page 10, 18-31).
